Operating With Intent - WAS

Amateur Radio, by design is two-way communications 
whether we operate on the VHF/UHF or HF bands, FM, 
SSB, CW or digital modes, our intent is to make contacts 
and exchange information. Within the hobby there are 
dozens of ways and means of “Operating with Intent” to 
achieve this goal. 


Many years ago as a shortwave listener, my intent was 
to become licensed and get on the air. | recently 
completed my first full year as a General Class 
Operator and | have just barely scratched the surface of 
the many modes and methods available to us. 


Soon after the initial excitement of finally being able to 
add HF contacts to my logbook subsided, | started to 
explore how | could make the most out of my time.on the 
air. When a few QSL cards started arriving in the mail | 

knew sending and collecting cards would become one of 

knew sending and collecting cards would become one of 
my favorite activities. From there it was only a short

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step to putting the cards to work towards completing a “Worked All States” (WAS) Award. 


For anyone thinking of completing their own WAS effort, my experiences might be of interest: 
e Calling CQ initially yielded contacts with many of the easiest states, but it soon became clear that many of 
these random contacts would be “Dup's” using this method. 
e Answering CQ's also worked well for awhile, especially with a little filtering using QRZ.com for look ups. Still | 
initially noticed a complete drought from many parts of the country thanks to propagation at the time. 
e° My first experience with NAQP, (North American QSO Party) boosted my efforts, filling in several new states 
in one day. Later, various state QSO parties helped as well by increasing the odds of finding stations in par- 


ticular states on the air. 


e Varying operating times and bands gathered a few more QSL cards from the more distant states. Patience 
also helped, for example multiple contacts and several months passed before my first Arkansas card was fi- 


nally in hand. 


e Working all states nets like the Triple H Net, (40 meters) and the 3905 Century Clubs Nets, (40 and 75 me- 
ters) gave the best results as my “most wanted list” decreased to just a few remaining states.

OTVARC 5TH WEDNESDAY RADIO CONTEST - November 30, 2005 


1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes as possible, using 
147.54 FM simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, November 30, 2005 (8:00 — 9:00 PM PST). 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Two (2) 
points for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked. 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and 
received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the December 14, 2005 club meeting 
to: Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH by mail or email; or, by mail to the Club Post Office Address. 
B) Entries must be made on log sheets showing time of QSO, Call, Zip Code and Contest Category. 
8) Awards: 
A) Certificates will be awarded for the top points winner in each station category. 
B) Awards will be made at the club meeting January 11, 2006.
